New Victim Ss U-Boat Sinks Portuguese Ship; American Among Survivors

Eight Executed at 
Prague, 2 Others in Oc- | 
cupied France.

German firing squads and hang- 


men added new victims yesterday 
to the growing list of those ex- 


In the protectorate of Bohemia- 
Moravia, eight persons were put 
to death at Prague. ‘Tnree of 


them were hanged, a form of ex- 
ecution reserved in most cases for 
Jews. All were accused of activ- 
ities hostile to the state or in- 
juriors to the population. 

Nine others—eight butchers and 
a merchant—were sentenced to 
death in the protectorate for il- 
legally slaughtering livestock and 
selling foodstuffs on the black 
market. 

Firing squads ended the lives 
of two Frenchmen in_ occupied 
France, the 76th and 77th victims 
of Nazi retaliation there. Nine men 
and two women were convicted 
and given sentences ranging from 


ee ee | 


one to five years in unoccupied 
France for distributing Communist | 
propaganda and attempting to re- 
organize the Communist party. 

In revolt-torn Croatia one per- 
son was killed and two were ar- 
rested in what police there called 
an attempt to bomb the post of- 
fice at Koprivnica, near the Hun- 
garian border. 

The Nazi-controlled government

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After Russia, What? 
Whether or not the Nazis succeed in com- 
pletely defeating the forces of the Russian 
Soviet, it is safe to assume that, before many 
months have passed, Hitler will be searching 
for a new objective of attack. For, even should 
Russian resistance block the Germans on the 
eastern front, Hitler will undoubtedly be able 
to stabilize that front and thus release men 
and equipment for an assault in another di- 
rection. 
There is every reason to believe the 
“next Nazi drive will be directed toward winning 
complete control of the Mediterranean. 


Reliable information, even though through 
underground channels, has reached this coun- 
try to the effect that Italy is now engaged in 
g desperate struggle to so fortify the Brenner 
Pass as to make it impregnable. There can be 
but one reason for such an Italian move, for 
the Brenner Pass is on the border between 
Germany and Italy. Mussolini and his hench- 
men must fear direct attack by their partner 
in the Axis, just as Stalin, despite the ten- 
- year nonaggression treaty with Hitler, found 
his fears of Nazi treachery well based. 

This can only mean Hitler has plans 
to completely take over Italy. Already it is 
*+eported his agents control all secret po- 
lice activities in the unfortunate land of the 
Fascists,:as well as all key controls of rail- 
roads and other means of transportation. If, 
Germany moves into Italy in force, it means 
the end of Mussolini. Hence the feverish at- 
tempts to shut the Brenner Pass. 

However, German occupation of Italy 
would be but a first move toward an all-out 
campaign to gain control of the Mediterranean. 
Such a campaign would undoubtedly be linked 
with accentuation of the German sea warfare, 
which means the United States would have 
to step further into the shipping-protection 
picture in the Atlantic. 

But whether Hitler could win in the Med- 
iterranean is extremely questionable. Britain 
now has a truly formidable force in the Near 
East and the British navy still rules the waves 
of what Mussolini, in his bombast, has called 
“Mare Nostrum,” our (Italian) sea.

What Price Peace? 


If war is a menacing evil to mankind, 
peace at any price probably is more damning 
to civilization. Peoples all over the world want 
peace; none want it as much as Hitler. But 
between Hitler’s and Churchill’s definitions of 
peace is a gulf large enough to make the term 
an absurdity. Peace is relative. There cannot 
be peace of arms without peace of soul, with- 
out peace of economic life, without peace of 
brotherhood. There is no peace on earth with- 
out good will toward man. 

Hitler, in one sense, is a man of peace. He 
took Austria and Czecho-Slovakia without 
causing war. He wanted to incorporate Poland 
into the Reich peacefully—not with clash of 
arms. He would absorb the world, peccefully, 
if he could. Why risk an army to gain that 
which can be secured by negotiation and ulti- 
matum? 

Hitler is getting ready for another peace 
proposal, which he will submit to his enemies, 
particularly Great Britain, at a propitious 
moment. He will broadcast to the people of 
Germany that once again he has offered peace 
terms. He will stride before a mirror in his 
stronghold at Berchtesgaden and lament, “I 
am a lover of peace. Why do those fools insist 
on war?” 

Peace has come to France, to Holland, Den- 
mark, Norway, Belgium, Greece, Yugoslavia. 
But there is no rejoicing, for while the cannons 
may be stilled, the souls of men and women 
are filled with torment and despair. There is 
no peace in Europe, not even in the nations 
not at war. Instead there is conflict, hatred, 
suspicion, hunger, suffering. 

Treaties will not bring peace, no matter 
how liberal the terms. There will be no peace 
until there is an end to injustice, an end to 
competing systems, an end to insufferable 
torture, both physical and mental.

U. S. FARMERS MAY WIN THE PEACE

_ The important role that the farmers of the 
United States will play in the organization of the 
world which will emerge after the defeat of Hit- 
ler is emphasized by Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude Wickard, who says that the influence of 
the United States at the peace table “will be 
greatly strengthened if we are able to provide 
food in. plenty.” 

The chances are, when the nations quit fight- 
ing, food will be as important as munitions are 
today. The United States, and a few other coun- 
tries, will possess enormous reserves of food and 
feed. Naturally, the prompt dispatch of our sur- 
plus to the starving peoples of other nations will 
exercise powerful influence upon the deliberations 
of the nations. 

No one should lose sight of the fact that the 
agricultural adjustment machinery, which is oper- 
ated in the United States to restrict production 
for many years, is now operating to increase pro- 
duction of important crops. Of course it is not 
working to increase the yield of wheat and cot- 
ton, because the nation has a tremendous surplus 
of both. It is functioning, however, to secure 
larger supplies of dairy products, poultry prod- 
ucts and meat products. 

It should be academic to economists that a 
prosperous agricultural population is a necessity 
if the United States is to enjoy anything like 
sound prosperity. The interchange of manufac- 
tured goods and farm products is the revolving 
circle upon which all the business of this country 
rides. Whenever a dislocation of supplies slows 
down the circular motion, the wheels of business 
stop in the United States.

When ancients speak of the good old days, their enthusiasm 
may be discounted. They see the past through rose-tinted glasses. 
What they really yearn for is their good old appetites and capacities. 

But even the middle-aged have seen our country change for the 
worse, and every boasted material gain offset by a spiritual loss. 

What did it? What changed our standards so greatly in the 
short space of thirty years? 

Doubtless there are many obscure reasons, but a few are obvious. 

There was the reaction from war’s restrictions and sacrifices, 
resulting in the silly jazz era and rebellion against all seemliness. 

There was the rebellion against prohibition, beginning as a prank 
and ending in corruption and degradation that made drunkards of 
high school kids and changed every fashionable hostess into a 
bartender. 

There was a noted, judge who advocated trial marriages; there 
were world-famous authors, corrupt in their private lives, who 
urged young people to discard the “inhibitions” that kept them de- 
cent and live as barnyard animals; and there were cynical and 
atheistic authors in America who mocked religion and virtue and 
“copy-book morality” and these prompted youngsters to be tough 
lest then seem unsophisticated yokels. 

All of these things helped change our civilization, but they do 
not tell the whole story. Thieves must bind the strong man before 
they can loot his house. 

There is a verse in the Bible, Psalms 11:3, which countless 
preachers have used as a text—and interpreted wrongly. It reads: 
“If the foundations be destroyed, what can the righteous do?” 

But my friend, Dr. Coit, quoting a noted Hebrew scholar, says 
the word in the original was past tense. Literally it read, “what 
have the righteous wrought?” 

That gives us the true and quite different meaning, for the 
verse should read: “If the foundations be destroyed, what have 
the righteous been doing?” 7 

If evil things dominate the country, what have the good people 
been doing? 

If dishonesty, fraud, deceit and hypocrisy invade every de- 
partment of our national life, and arouse no more than cynical 
wise-cracks, what has the church been doing to keep people decent 
and respectable? 

You know the answer. It has grown rich and fat and come 
placent and arrogant. It provides a career for nice gentlemen. It 
glories in its property. In many instances, its dressed-up ushers 
would frown upon a poor man—even if he came from Nazareth. 
The common and poor establish strange new churches of their own, 
for they feel unwelcome in the others.

Supreme Court 


‘To Decide on 


Agrees to Review Case of 
California Party 
Secretary. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—(4)— 
| The supreme court today prom- 
'ised a decision which may clarify 
finally the status of foreign-born 
Communists in this country. 

It agreed to review the case of 
William Schniederman, California 


Communist party secretary, who 
came here from Russia at the age 
of three, became naturalized in 
1927, and had his citizenship can- 
celled last year on the ground that 
he could not be loyal to the 
United States if he believed in 
Communism. He was said to have 
concealed his Communist affilia- 
tion at the time of naturalization. 

The question whether the Com- 
munist party advocates the over- 
throw of the United States gov- 
ernment by force, as foes of Com- 
munism have long contended, 
never has been ruled on by the 
supreme court although lower 
courts have held in a number of 
immigration cases that it does. 

Tie-In With Bridges. 

The question was posed promi- 
nently in connection with depor- 
tation proceedings against Harry 
Bridges, west coast CIO leader 
and native of Australia. A spe- 
cial Justice Department exami- 
ner, former Judge Charles B. 
Sears, of Buffalo, recently found 
that Bridges had been affiliated 
with the Communist party and 
that it advocated the violent 
overthrow of this government. 

Attorneys for Bridges have 
served notice that they will ap- 
peal to the supreme court if 
necessary. But if the court decides 
this question in the Schneiderman 
case, it probably would refuse to 
rag ; wa Rage deportation 
ase unless the attorneys - 
ed a different issue. hegiaen: | 

Another case involving Bridges 
—a contempt of court conviction 
for a telegram he sent to Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins criticizing 
a California court’s action in a la- 
bor case—was reargued before the 
supreme court today, along with a 
contempt citation against the Los 
Angeles Times in another case. 
Decisions may be forthcoming 
next month. 

362 Petitions, 

In its first business session of 
the new term, the court passed 
upon 362 petitions for reviews of 
cases. Justice Jackson disqualified 
himself from considering many of 
them because of his recent inter- 
est in them as attorney general. 
Justice Murphy, another former 
attorney general, also abstained 
from deliberations on a few cases. 

One important question which 
the court agreed to decide in- 
volves the subpoena powers of the 
federal wage-hour administrator. 
The federal circuit court at Bos- 
ton held in the case of the Lowell 
(Mass.) Sun that the administra- 
tor could not delegate subpoena 
powers to subordinates; the circuit 
court at New Orleans in the case 
of the Cudahy Packing Company 
held that he could. The supreme 
court agreed to review both cases. 

In the field of politics, the tri- 
bunal granted the Justice Depart- 
ment a review of a ruling by the 
federal district court at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., that the Hatch act reg- 
ulating political activities does not 
apply to state primaries. It de- 
clined to review a lower court de- 
cision that a state (Tennessee) 
could require voters to pay poll 
taxes in order to vote in a con- 
gressional election. 

Appeals Turned Down. 

In three outstanding criminal 
cases, the court turned down ap- 
peals of Richard W. Leche, for- 
mer Governor of Louisiana; Wil- 
liam Dudley Pelley, leader of the 
Silver Shirts of America; Thomas 
J. Pendergast, former Kansas 
City political leader, and Robert 
Emmett O”™Malley, former Mis- 
souri superintendent of insurance. 

The latter two sought review of 
their contempt convictions and 
two-year prison sentences in con- 
nection with settlement of a $10,-

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‘Will Fight On,’ 
Harriman Says. 


LONDON (Tuesday), Oct. 14.— 
(P)—Lend-Lease Co-ordinator W. 
Averell Harriman declared today 
“Russia has the manpower—what 
is needed is more tools” as the call 
grew more persistent in some 
London quarters for more direct 
British-American action on behalf 
of the embattled Soviet Union. 

Harriman, who headed the 
American delegation to the Mos- 
cow conference on aid to Russia, 


said in a CBS broadcast to the 
United States: 

“I don’t know where the front 
is tonight, we don’t know where 
it will be tomorrow, but I am con- 
vinced that, given the tools, Russia 
will fight on.” 

Some of the London press call- 
ed for the shedding of American 
Britain 


‘and Russia alone cannot prevail 


against Hitlerdom, while informed 
quarters suggested that Britain 
might put her forces into a land 
campaign against the Axis in 
Italy, North Africa or perhaps the 
Russian. Caucasus. 

Greater Production Urged. 

Appeals were made to both 
British and United States work- 
ers to boost production to sustain 
Stalin’s armies in the campaigns 
to come. 

Both Lord Beaverbrook and W. 
Averell Harriman, heads of the 
British and American Moscow 
missions, worked long at their 
desks today to give effect to prom- 
ises to send Russia everything she 
wants in the way of material aid, 
and the British said that a pro- 
cession of trucks and trains loaded 
with planes and tanks already was 
moving to ports. 


Even the most optimistic, how- 
ever, were inclined to doubt that 
these would be much help to Rus- 
sia in the present battle. 

Most agreed that the Russians 
probably will stand or fall on their 
own in this big battle, and that 
for Britain and America the im- 
portant thing was long-term aid. 

Nonintervention “Insane.” 

In this atmosphere the tabloid 
Daily Sketch said that “the sooner 
Americans are in with the Rus- 
sians and ourselves, mingling 
their blood and sweat and tears in 
a common drain, the sooner the 
war will be won.” 

“The idea this titanic struggle 
can be won without any shedding 
of American -blood may be dis- 
missed by every American as in- 
sane,” the Sketch said, adding that 
a “declaration of total war at this 
juncture by America against Ger- 
many” would be more. helpful 
than delivery of 3,000 American 
tanks every month. 

Similarly, the Star, asserting 
that “still greater efforts must be 
made” if the war is to be won, 
said that “the Americans’ part in 
this will be vital, for alone the 
British empire could not manage 
the task.” 

Archangel “BEF” Rumored. 

The Stockholm afternoon news- 
paper Aftonbladet published a 
Helsinki dispatch saying it was 
rumored “in well-informed cir- 
cles” in Hesinki that a British ex- 
peditionary corps had been for 
some time at Archangel, Russia’s 
Arctic port. : 

This report was received with 
considerable skepticism in Stock- 
holm, and in London authoritative 
quarters declined to comment, in 
keeping with the British policy of 
refusing either to confirm or deny 
reports of military moves. 

There was no_ confirmation 
from any reliable quarter. 

The Aftonbladet Dispatch said 
the alleged British force numbered 
“some thousands of men” and 
added it had remained ‘inactive for 
some time at Archangel, which is 
on the White sea about 600 miles 
northeast of Moscow.
